To the Chairman and Members of the 
Milford Haven Urban District Council 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 


We present the Annual Report for 1967. Details 
will be found in the body of the Report. The main items are 
summarised as follows :- 


Population 


The estimated population of the District increased 
by 90 over the preceding year. There has been an increase of 
1,500 or approximately 14% since 1947. 


Births 


There was a decrease in the birth-rate over the 
preceding year, but the rate still compares favourably with the 
National Rate. There has been a steady slight decline since 
the immediate post-war years. 


There was quite a reduction in the number of 
Illegitimate Births in 1967, and also in the number of Still-Births. 


Mortality 


The General death-rate was lower than the preceding 
year, and one of the lowest recorded over the past 20 years. It 
was much lower than the National rate. 


The Cancer death-rate was also considerably lower 
than the National rate. The proportion of Respiratory Cancer, 
however, to other forms (some 50%) was high. 


The Infant Mortality rate was very much lower than 
the National rate which is a pleasing feature of the statistics. 


For the second successive year no deaths were 
attributed to Tuberculosis. 


Infactious Disease 


The incidence of Infectious Disease was low in the 
District during the year. Measles accounted for a large 
proportion of notifications. 


A few cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis still occur, 
these however, are largely early cases detected by Mass Radiography 
and the prognosis for them is good. 
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Environmental Hygiene 


The extensive housing programme of the Council over the 
past 15 years has provided modern living conditions for the 
majority requiring such. 


The sewerage scheme for the District is reasonably 
Satisfactory. There has, however, been some disquiet regarding 
the sewage disposal system. If the proposal for comminuting 
sewage at the sea disposal point is approved by the Welsh Board 
of Health, this should reduce complaints and decrease the risk of 
health danger. Possibly some time in the future it will be 
deemed advisable to ccnsider inland disposal of sewage. 


The oil refineries are well established in the area. 
There has not yet been any great apparent effect on atmospheric 
conditions. They must, however, contribute to some atmospheric 
pollution. There may be some connection between the fact that 
Respiratory Cancer is high in relation to total cancer, and 
atmospheric pollution. But a longer and more detailed examination 
of statistics is necessary before coming to any conclusions. 


The contact with Rentokil for rodent anda pest control 
has worked satisfactorily. There have been no serious complaints 
of infestation. 


Refuse collection and disposal continued to be 
satisfactory. 


The standard of hygiene in shops, food-stores, cafes, 
restaurants etc. continues to be of a high standard. There were 
no notifications of food-poisoning during the year. 


The bacteriological standard of milk, ice-cream, and 
water was satisfactory. 


Conclusion

1. Refuse Disposal 


Refuse is collected weekly from all premises within the 
urban district and disposed of by controlled tipping at the Priory 
tip. 

Collection is made by two Shelvoke and Drewry rear loading 
freighters and one 7 cubic vyerd Kavrier side Loader. In October the 


Karrier was finally put out of action and an order placed for a 20 
cubic yard rear loading freighter. 


Approximately 1,230 properties are now served by a paper 


sack refuse collection system, the remainder receiving a kerbside 
collection from an assortment of containers. 


2. Sewage Disposal 


It is estimated that 97.6% of the premises in the urban area 
are connected to the public sewer.

3. Rodent Control 

Rentokil Laboratories Ltd., Pest Control Division, are under 
contract to this Authority to carry out the control of rats and mice 
in your area. A local operative of the company is in attendance daily 


from Monday to Friday to deal with complaints and carry out any survey 
and block treatment work necessary. 


The town sewers were treated twice in the year, on each 
occasion one hundred openings were baited with sodium fluoracetamide. 


It is felt that the Council can feel well satisfied with the 
effectiveness of this service.

5. Public Conveniences 

Public conveniences are situated at the Market Square, North 
Road, The Rath, Gellyswick Road and Spikes Lane.

One modern fully equipped mortuary is situated at Dartmouth 
Gardens. 


7. Public Halls and Cinemas 


The two cinemas operating in the town and the three public 
halls have separate sanitary accommodation for both sexes. 
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8. Public Paths 


An open air Swimming Pool is situated on The Rath. Sea 
water is puniped from the Haven and is filtered and chlorinated. 


9. Camping and Caravan Sites 


There are two caravan sites in the area, one at Court Farm, 
Liddaston, and the other at Observatory Hall. Each have permission 
for six caravans. 


One illegaliiy sited caravan was eventually towed away and 
disposed of by the Council at the owner's expense.
